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First Carlisle County Fiscal Court Meeting of 2013 Held 


The first Carlisle County 
Fiscal Court meeting of 
2013 was called to order 
on January 8th, 2013 at the 
Carlisle County Court¬ 
house by Carlisle County 
Judge Executive Greg 
Terry. Carlisle County 
Clerk Michael Toon called 
roll to announce that all 
members were present, in¬ 
cluding Esquire Presson, 
Esquire Pearson, and Es¬ 
quire Mathis. 

The attendees also in¬ 
cluded Carissa Viniard, 
Carlisle County EM Direc¬ 
tor, Susan Bailey, Carlisle 
County Treasurer, Ronnie 
Owens, Carlisle County 
Jailer, Wayne Floyd, 
Carlisle County Ambu¬ 
lance Service Director, 
Donna Laird with Carlisle 
County Dispatch Service, 
Carlisle County Attorney, 
Michael Hogancamp, 
Carlisle County Sherriff, 
Steve Perry, Lily More- 
field of the Carlisle County 
News, and Kendra Hays of 
The Carlisle Weekly. 

The meeting began with 
approval of the previous 
month’s meeting minutes. 
Wayne Floyd reported for 
the ambulance service that 
everything is running 
smoothly, as well as all ve¬ 
hicles are in great operat¬ 
ing shape and are 
maintained to the utmost 
ability. 

Floyd explained the 
county receives a grant 


every year that is normally 
used to better the vehicles, 
but this year, considering 
the vehicles do not need 
any improvements, Floyd 
asked for the council to 
grant permission for the 
grant to be used to pur¬ 
chase a manikin that will 
better enable the EMT and 
other emergency personnel 
to train at a more lifelike 
state. The manikin is more 
lifelike than those that they 
have now, as well as has 
more functions and the ca¬ 
pability to perform many 
different situations that can 
be beneficial for practice 
and training. The motion 
was made to use the grant 
money to purchase a 
manikin for the emergency 
personnel and the motion 
was passed. 

In the Coroner report, 
Steve Freeman, Carlisle 
County Coroner, was not 
present, but Judge Execu¬ 
tive Greg Terry did report 
Freeman has been given a 
letter to inform him of the 
new changes that have 
been made, including the 
ambulance that would be 
used for any coroner runs 
that would need to be 
made. The letter also in¬ 
formed Freeman the ac¬ 
counts for his and his 
deputy, Laura Pender's ex¬ 
penses have been created, 
and a debit card should be 
issued shortly. 

Carissa Viniard, Emer¬ 


gency Service Director, re¬ 
ported that all looked good 
in the emergency depart¬ 
ment. 

Ronnie Owens, Carlisle 
County Jailer, reported 
there are two inmates 
housed in Hickman 
County Jail, and four in¬ 
mates housed in Ballard 
County. 

He also reported there are 
trials to be scheduled, as 
well as one coming up next 
week. 

The Council then moved 
into a public hearing to re¬ 
move 1/2 mile of County 
Road 1115. A written 
statement on the condition 
of the road was given to 
Judge Greg Terry and 
shown to the council. The 
motion to remove County 
Road 1115 was made and 
seconded. 

The Sheriff report fol¬ 
lowed with Sheriff Steve 
Perry asking to approve the 
annual order setting the 
maximum amount of 
salaries for deputies and 
assistants. The council 
made the motion and the 
motion was seconded to 
approve the order setting 
the maximum amount of 
salaries for deputies and 
assistants. The Sheriff 
then asked to approve the 
estimated amounts to be 
advanced each month in 
2013. This was motioned 
to be approved and the mo¬ 
tion seconded. 


The trail system in the 
bottoms was the next topic, 
as it was asked what the 
boundaries are and how far 
law enforcement is able to 
track someone in the area 
when individuals are 
breaking the law. It was 
also discussed that individ¬ 
uals are tearing up the new 
boat ramp anytime that it 
has been fixed, and the 
council is deciding what to 
do in this case. 

Donna Laird reported for 
Josh Glover, who was un¬ 
able to attend the meeting. 
There were six fire calls, 
zero rescue calls, and 
eighty six law enforcement 
calls during the month of 
December. 

The council moved into 
new business, which in¬ 
cluded to approve former 
County Clerk’s budget for 
closeout, approve the new 
budget made by 
County Clerk, Michael 
Toon, the admission of 
$9,783.23 from last year's 
health insurance. The 
council moved on to ap¬ 
prove the reappointment 
list for 2013, which in¬ 
cluded the following posi¬ 
tions and those who are in 
place: Coroner’s Deputy - 
Laura Pender, Emergency 
Management/Solid Waste 
- Carissa Viniard, Deputy 
Emergency Management - 
Deputy Jailers - Ladonna 
Owens, James Webb, and 
Albert Jackson, Road Su¬ 


pervisor - Jerry Bowman, 
Road Employees 
William Lee, Ricky Webb, 
Mitch Massey, Justin 
Webb, Larry Tolbird, 
Burnie Derousse, 911 Di¬ 
rector - Josh Glover, 911 
Dispatchers- Donna Laird, 
Courtney Bishop, Kandi 
Carter, Katie Massey, 
Sondra Mitchell, Rescue 
Squad- Chief - Russell El- 
legood, Assistant Chief - 
Randy Crainor, County 
Fire Department - Chief - 
Russell Ellegood, Assistant 
Chief - Randy Crainor, 
Milbum Fire Department- 
Chief- Ernie Scarriett, As¬

Webb. In the list it was 
also voted on to approve 
Deputy Judge Brandi 
Webb to sign checks in the 
absence of the judge, and 
the motion passed and was 
seconded. The council mo¬ 
tioned and seconded the 
approval on a standing 
order to pay reoccurring 
monthly bills, as well as 


approval of monthly meet¬ 
ing times to be the 1st and 
3rd Tuesdays of every 
month at 9:30 AM. 

The council then made 
the motion to receive 
$23,235.00 from AOC for 
the Irrigation System, 
which is the final bill on 
the project. 

The council then read the 
transfers from December, 
of from general to DES of 
$400.00, from general to 
911 at the amount of 
4,000.00 on December 
18th. December 27th, the 
amount of $1350.00 was 
transferred from general to 
DES as well as $3500.00 
from general to 911. In the 
appropriation, on Decem¬ 
ber 18th, from 30799 to 
Road was $10,000; from 
30754 to Jail was 
$10,000.00 as well. On 
December 27th, from 
30799 to Road was 
$15,000. January 4, 2013 
the amount of $30,000 was 
from 30799 to Road. The 
motion to approve was 
made, and seconded. 

The council made the mo¬ 
tion to approve and pay 
claims as they were stated. 
This was approved and 
seconded. The council 
then moved into closed 
session to discuss the 
county road system. The 
meeting was adjourned by 
Judge Executive Greg 
Terry.

travel the state.

A single action can make a 
multitude of commotion. 
Three drivers experienced 
this very thing as Carlisle 
County Ambulance Serv¬ 
ices and Ballard County 
Emergency Services and 
Law Enforcement re¬ 
sponded to a three vehicle 
crash on Saturday, January 
5 th, 2013, in Ballard 
County. 

Forty-two year old 
Rhonda Johnson of St. 
Louis, Missouri, was trav¬ 
eling Northbound on US 
51 North with five juvenile 
passengers. A car travel¬

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the 
governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major 
fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Carlisle 
County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011, 
which collectively comprise the County’s basic financial state¬ 
ments, as listed in the table of contents. These financial state¬ 
ments are the responsibility of the Carlisle County Fiscal Court. 
Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial state¬ 
ments based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United 
States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits, issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a 
test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Carlisle County, Kentucky, prepares its 
financial statements in accordance with eh modified cash basis, 
which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than ac¬ 
counting principles generally accepted in the United State of 
America. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above pres¬ 
ent fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position 
of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each 
major fund, and the aggregate remaining fun information of 
Carlisle County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2011, and the respective 
changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, 
thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of ac¬ 
counting described in Note 1. 

The county has implemented Governmental Accounting Stan¬ 
dards Board Statement 54 as it relates to the modified cash basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1, which has altered the for¬ 
mat and content of the basic financial statements. 

The county has not presented the management’s discussion 
and analysis that the Government Accounting Standards Board 
(GASB) has determined is necessary to supplement, although not 
required to be a part of, the basic financial statements. The 
budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the 
basic financial statements but is supplementary information re¬ 
quired by GASB. We have applied certain limited procedures, 
which consisted principally of inquires of management regarding 
the methods of measurement and presentation of the budgetary 
comparison information. However, we did not audit it and ex¬ 
press no opinion on it. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on 
the financial statements that collectively comprise Carlisle 
County, Kentucky’s basic financial statements. The accompany¬ 
ing supplementary information, combining fun financial state¬ 
ments, is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not 
a required part of the basic financial statements. The accompa¬ 
nying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is presented for 
purposes of additional analysis as required U.S. Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budge Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Gov¬ 
ernments and Non-Profit Organizations, and is not a required part 
of the basic financial statements. Such information is the respon¬ 
sibility of management and was derived from and related directly 
to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare 
financial statements. The combining fun financial statements 
and the schedule of expenditures of federal awards have been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, in¬ 
cluding comparing and reconciling such information directly to 
the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
financial statements or to the financial statements themselves, 
and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In 
our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to 
the basic financial statements taken as a whole. The budgetary 
comparison information has not been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements 
and, accordingly, we do not express an opinion or provide any 
assurance on it. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have 
also issued our report dated October 23, 2012 on our considera¬ 
tion of Carlisle County, Kentucky’s internal control over financial 
reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provi¬ 
sions o laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and 
other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe to scope 
of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and com¬ 
pliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opin¬ 
ion on the internal control over financial reporting or on 
compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed 
in accordance with Government Auditing Standards, and should 
be considered assessing the results of our audit. 

Based on the results of our audit, we present the accompanying 
schedule of findings and questioned costs included herein, 
which discusses the following report comments:

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Lady Comets Beat Falcons, Comets Fall Short

After the Comets plundered 
the Second Region, going 6- 
1 over the final weeks of De¬ 
cember in road games that 
saw them travel over 1,000 
miles; The Comets came 
back home to the First Dis- 
trictto face their arch rivals, 
the Hickman County Fal¬ 
cons.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the 
governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major 
fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Carlisle 
County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011, 
which collectively comprise the County’s basic financial state¬ 
ments, as listed in the table of contents. These financial state¬ 
ments are the responsibility of the Carlisle County Fiscal Court. 
Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial state¬ 
ments based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United 
States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits, issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a 
test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Carlisle County, Kentucky, prepares its 
financial statements in accordance with eh modified cash basis, 
which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than ac¬ 
counting principles generally accepted in the United State of 
America. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above pres¬ 
ent fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position 
of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each 
major fund, and the aggregate remaining fun information of 
Carlisle County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2011, and the respective 
changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, 
thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of ac¬ 
counting described in Note 1. 

The county has implemented Governmental Accounting Stan¬ 
dards Board Statement 54 as it relates to the modified cash basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1, which has altered the for¬ 
mat and content of the basic financial statements. 

The county has not presented the management’s discussion and 
analysis that the Government Accounting Standards Board 
(GASB) has determined is necessary to supplement, although not 
required to be a part of, the basic financial statements. The budg¬ 
etary comparison information is not a required part of the basic 
financial statements but is supplementary information required 
by GASB. We have applied certain limited procedures, which 
consisted principally of inquires of management regarding the 
methods of measurement and presentation of the budgetary com¬ 
parison information. However, we did not audit it and express no 
opinion on it. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on 
the financial statements that collectively comprise Carlisle 
County, Kentucky’s basic financial statements. The accompany¬ 
ing supplementary information, combining fun financial state¬ 
ments, is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not 
a required part of the basic financial statements. The accompa¬ 
nying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is presented for 
purposes of additional analysis as required U.S. Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budge Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Gov¬ 
ernments and Non-Profit Organizations, and is not a required part 
of the basic financial statements. The combining fund financial 
statements have been subjected to the auditing procedures ap¬ 
plied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our 
opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the 
basic financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have 
also issued our report dated October 23, 2012 on our considera¬ 
tion of Carlisle County, Kentucky’s internal control over financial 
reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provi¬ 
sions o laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and 
other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe to scope 
of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and com¬ 
pliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opin¬ 
ion on the internal control over financial reporting or on 
compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed 
in accordance with Government Auditing Standards, and should 
be considered assessing the results of our audit.

January Money Tips For Students

Play your cards right 

As students become more 
responsible for paying their 
own bills, they need to be 
aware of the types of cards 
available, according to the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Debit cards are tied to a 
bank account. When some¬ 
one uses a debit card, the 
money is automatically de¬ 
ducted from the account. 
Most colleges issue a type of 
debit card to students that 
can be used to buy books, 
supplies and meals. In that 
case, the card is not tied to a 
bank account but is pre- 
loaded with funds deposited 
each semester or quarter. 

When a debit card has been 
lost or stolen, report it to the 
bank or credit union imme¬ 
diately to limit losses from 
unauthorized use. 


essentially an interest-free 
loan if the balance is paid in 
full each month. Students 
who use credit cards should 
pay them off at the end of 
each pay period when possi¬ 
ble to avoid paying interest 
fees. Most credit cards also 
offer cash advance services 
at a higher interest rate. 

Lost or stolen credit cards 
should also be reported im¬ 
mediately. However, there is 
a $50 limit to the con¬ 
sumer’s liability on fraudu¬ 
lent charges with stolen 
credit cards. 

ATM cards allow users to 
withdraw cash from their ac¬ 
counts when the bank or 
credit union is closed. Most 
banks and credit unions 
charge a fee when ATM 
cards are used at a machine 
not owned by that institu¬ 
tion’s network, and those 
fees can add up.
